Our Mistakes Corrected. 
Eau Cuaire, Dec, 22nd, 

lo the Editor of the Michigan Farmer. 

In looking over your issue of the 19th, I 
find in your answer to W. H. Y., of South 
Lyon, several mistakes in regard to Oxford 
Down Sheep, and with your permission, I 
will endeavor to make a correct statement 
as to the qualities of the Oxford, both as a 
mutton and wool sheep : 

The Oxfords have been a distinet breed 
for 60 years. They originated in Oxford- 
Shire, England. They were produced by 
using a Southdown ewe with a Cotswold 
ram, and by careful selection and breeding 
the crosses together, the present Oxford 
was produced. The Oxfords are a large 
sheep, the rams averaging from 250 to 350 
lbs., and some even reaching 400 lbs. The 
ewes average from 180 to 250 lbs. when ma- 
tured.

As for wool, the wool is pronounced by 
mabufacturers as the best on the market, 
always bringing irom *hree to six cents more 
per pound than any other. They class it as 
the best delaine wool grown. The average 
ram will shear 15 lbs. yearly, and the aver- 
age ewe 12 to 14 lbs.; breeders of Oxford 
Down Sheep aiways having bids on the wool 
before it is shorn, so great is the demand. 
And to who raise lambs for early 
market, they are the best you can raise, for 
lambs at two months weigh 75 lbs., and at

six months from 100 to 125 ibs.

he information given, and while they do 
not aceord with the views we have express- 
ped, they are certainly entitled to considera- 
tion. As to the time when the Oxford was 
first acknowledged asa distinct breed, the 
English agricultural press places it at 20 
years, dating from the time they were 
first allowed to show as a distinct breed by 
the Evglish agricultural societies. If bred 
pure tor 69 years, certainiy their merits 
| were ignored by agricultural fair managers 
for nearly 40 years. In 1870 they were tre- 
quently referred to as ‘* the new breed.”’ 

As to origin, the difference between the 
views expressed is not marked enough to 
amount to anything. But we submit the 
following extract from Sanders’ ‘‘ Breeds 
ot Live Stock’’ to show that he holds very 
nearly the same ideas of the origin, date 
when first recognizad, and weight of carcass 
as those given in the FARMER: 

“The Oxford, recognized as a distinct 
variety for little more than twenty years, is 
less known in this country than either of its 
long-wool contemporaries of English flocks. 
It was originally produced by the cross of a 
Cotswold ram with Hampshire (and, it is 
said, occasionally South Down) ewes and 
the subsequent coupling of the progeny 
from these. These animals, for some years 
classed as cross-bred sheep under the de- 
signation of Down Cotswolds, were given a 
definite title by a meeting of breeders in 
1357, and have since been known as Ox- 
tordshire Downs. As an analysis of their 
breeding will disclose, and as indicated by 
the appearnce of the animals, they are 
more properly classified with the long-wool 
than the Down breeds. In the Hampshire 
Down, the acknowledged toundation on the

Ina work recently issued by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, entitled ‘“* A Re- 
port upon an Examination of Wools and 
Other Animal Fibres,” we find the results 
of microscospic investigations of the make 
up of the wools of the various breeds, and 
also of the tests to which they were submit- 
ted to prove their strength and elasticity. 
Let us quote some of the conclusions reach- 
ed the 
grades of wool as shown by the microscope : 

‘**But the iatluance of bieod upon the 
form of the seales is prominently illustrated 
in the wool of the Oxford Down breed, a 
breed well known to have arisen from a 
cross between the Cotswold and one of the 
Downs. Here we see, in some cases, scales 
whose width varied in the different direc- 
tions, the parallel edges and the greater or 
less overlapping ; but at the same time we 
find very many fibers showing the irregular 
angular forms characteristic of the long 
wools, while the other markings shown are 
unmistakable evidences of the origin of the 
breed. The pertinacity of. these distinct 
forms is especially marked in the crosses 
between the long wooled breeds and the 
Merinos., Here we find both forms in the 
same fleece in varying proportion, depend- 
ing much upon the grade of the animal. Of 
eourse the characteristics of the one side 
may be largely obliterated by continued 
breeding toward the other, but the experi- 
ence we have had in all the work seems to 
show that when once the bloods are mixed 
there is always a tendency to revert to 
either iype in certain individuals, even un- 
der tie most careful conditions of breeding. 
* * * So also in the Oxford, which is 
known to be descended from a cross be- 
tween the Cotswold and one of the Downs, 
we find the characteristics of both breeds 
marked with the greatest distinctness. 
Seme of the fibers show in their minute 
structute all the characteristics of the 
Downs ; others again appear like the Cots- 
wold, while a third class seems to combine 
the characteristics of both. The angular 
forms of the seale of the Cotswold are very 
persistent here, and the pigment matter 
confined to a central canal or distributed 
through a fibro-cellular tissue of the fiber is 
also present, though to not the same degree 
as in the Cotswold.”’ 

Showing that the fibre in the wool of the 
Oxford yet shows the result of the cross- 
breeding to produce it, and the uncertain 
character which such breeding must always 
produce, giving the wool a ‘‘mixed’’ appear- 
ance which we should certainly not consider 
desirable. 

As to elasticity and strength of fibre, we 
quote the following from the same author- 


ity: 

‘*In fineness we find the Merino to take 
the lead. as might naturally be expected. 
is ts loifowed by ; and 
Hampshire Down, which resemble it closely 
in very many peculiarities of form and qual 
ity, the Southdown being the finer of the 
two, while the other breeds stand in the 
following order: cola, Leicester, Cots- 
wold, and Oxfor. Down. The Oxford 
Down is coarser than either of the two 
breeds from which it sprang, and thus 
shows to some extent the influence of the 
cro3s in the development of strengtH and 
viger. But now when we come to examine 
the figures for strength of the fibre repre- 
sented in the strain, we find the order some- 
what changed, and the law that the strain 
shoald inerease with the diameter of the 
liber somewhat interfered with. Thus, with 
regard to the strain, the order of strain 
from the weakest to the strongest is as fol- 
lows: Merino, South Down, Leicester, Lin- 
ecoln, Oxford and Cotswold. That is, where- 
as we find the Lincoln finer than the Lei- 
cester and the Cotswold than the Oxford, 
we unexpectedly tind the same order as re- 
gards strength, the Lincoln and Cotswold, 
which, because of the smaller amount of 
material they contain, should be able to re- 
sist a less strain than the Leicester and Ox- 
ford respectively, being really the stronger, 
thus showing conclusively, as far as these 
figures go, that the general rule that has 
been adopted by many of the best authori- 
ties on wool, that there is a direct relation 


as to the characteristics of various

between the size of the fibre or its diameter 
| and its strengta, is unjust and should not 


be accepted. The ditferences here shown 
are quite suftitient to disprove the rule. 

**So also with regard to stretch. It is 
naturally to be expected that, for the same 
material, an increase of cross-section of the 
specimen tested should correspond with an 
increased stretch it should sustain. But 
we find that this is by vo means the case 
with wools, and differences in quality from 
breed to breed are very manifest here. The 
Merino, which has the smallest diameter, 
sj0uld also have the smallest percentage ol 
srech; out we find this latter in the South 
Down, which is mach coarser. So also we 
find that while the Merino, having an aver- 
age finenes; of 2.131 centimiliimeters, has 
a percentage of stretch equal to 28.70; the 
Oxford, Cotswold, Leicester and Lincoln, 
which are nearly or quite twice as coarse, 
sireteh only from 33 to 35 per cent ina 
length of 20 millimeters, Thuis shows that 
in reality the Merino wool is apparently 
much more elastic than that of other breeds, 
wiile of the coarse woo!s the Cotswold and 
Lincoln are the most elastic.”’ 


From which we draw the inference that 
the fibre of the Oxford is the coarsest, the 
least elastic, and yet the weakest of all the 
wools. Remember this is not our say 80, 
but the results given are from scientific in- 
vestigation conducted under the auspices of 
the Commissioner of Agriculture.

TARIFF ON WOOL. 


Additional Letters from Michigan Cong reas- 


men on the Subject, 


Hon. John T. Rich, President ot the 
Michigan Merino Sheep-Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, stated at the annual meeting»on the 
20th ult., that he had addressed apr inquiry 
to all of Michigan’s Senators and Rapresen- 
tatives in Congress as to how they wonld 
use their influence and vote upon the ques- 
tion of the reduction of the tariff on wool. 
He had received a number of replies, which 
he read, and said he yet expected to hear 
from the others. On Saturday lasi he sent 
us the three foilowing letters, which had 
been received at his home at Elba, Lapeer 
Co., while he was in attendance at the 
meeting. It was so late when tbe letters 
were received, and the occurrence of Christ- 
mas compelling us to go to press on Satur 
day, prevented the publication «f these 
with the others, although a start was made 
todoso. We therefore give the letters in 
full, with the above explanation of the rea- 
son why we could not do so last week.

Dear Srr:—Your favor of the 1th inst. 
is received. You inquire on behalh of your 
Association, as to whether I will by « ote 
and inflmeuec.do what { oan Se iw; 
further reduction of the import du? jon 
wool and woolens. In reply. 1 wo#fa-Bay: 
It has been estimated by the Presicent that 
the surplus which will be collecte. by the 
government during the present fis¢al year, 
will amount to one hundred and forty mil- 
lions dollars. For many years past the 
average amount annually collected from the 
people in excess of the needs of the govern- 
ment has been over one hundred millions 
dollars. Such an enormous amount of mon- 
ey drawn from the people in excess of the 
government’s needs, is a matter which may 
well cause serious apprehension for the 
future, in the minds of all thinking men. 
This country cannot long endure sucha 
contraction of its currency, without being 
visited with a ruinous financial panic, Some- 
thing must be done; taxation must be re- 
duced. 

A reduction of taxes can take piace only 
in two ways: (1) by a reduction of the in- 
ternal revenue, (on Jiquors and tobacco); 
or (2) a reduction of the tariff on imported 
commodities. Many of the high tariff party 
in Congress favor the abolition of ihe taxes 
upon whisky and tobacco. I cannot accept 
that proposition, and I could never bring 
myself to favor a reduction of the internal 
revenue, unless it were contained in a com- 
promise measure which included large 
tariff reduction, andthen | woud do it only 
as a last resort and on account of the criti- 
eal situation presented to us by reason of 
the enoimous surplus which our war taxes 
annually wring from the pockets of the 
people, 

I believe it is the plain duty of every 
member of the present Congress to vote to 
reduce the taxes upon the necessaries of life. 
Certainly those are the burdens that bear 
heaviest, and those are the ones which 
should be lightened first. A reduction of 
the tariff would be easier accomplished were 
it not for the determined opposition of an 
interested class of men, who, for ihe most 
part come from the east, who have grown 
rich and powerful by reason of the present 
tariff jaws, which allow them the privilege 
of compelling the people of the west to eon- 
tribute to their support in ease and laxury. 
These nen, in order to curry favor with the 
farmers, and receive their aid in the scheme 
to continue the present ancient method of 
taxation, have continually painted in glow- 
ing colors the great benefits to ve derived 
by the farmer trom the tariff on wool. 

1 do not believe the tanff on imported 
wool ever raised the price of wool in this 
country one penny. From 1850 to 1860, 
wool was admitted practically free during 
five years of that period, while for the other 
five years there was a tariff on imported 
wool of 30 per cent. From 1870 to 1880, 
we had the highest tariff on woo! we ever 
had. Taking those two decades, and turn- 
ing to the record furnished by James Lynecb 
and George Wm. Bond, conceded to be the 
best statisticans on wool prices in the Unit- 
ed St tes, we find that the average price of 
wool, in gold, at Boston, between 1850 and 
1860 was 50 3-10 cents a pound: while from 
1870 to 1880 it was 48 8-10 cents a pound. 

in 1857, 1858, 1859 and 1860, foreign wool 
was admitted practically free. How did 
that work? The result was that wool sold 
at an average higher price during that time 
than it has for 50 years, if we except the 
three years following 1870. 

in 1867 the tariff on wool was enormous- 
ly increased; in that year it was raised so 
that it averaged from 50 to 60 per eent., and 
that high tariff continued for 16 years sub- 
stantially the same, except there was a 
slight reduction in 1872. What was the re- 
sult? In 1867 at the time the high tariff 
went into effect, there were 4,028,767 sheep 
in the State of Michigan: and under the 
pernicious effects of a 60 per cent. tariff on 
wool on the ist of January, 1887, the number 
of those sheep had dwindled to 2,156,127. 

The reason for this is obvious. Our 
woolen manufacturers are ohiiged to 


wi I 


have the foreign wool to mix with 
the domestic wool, in order to make 
proper fabrics. And when the price of the 
foreign wool is artificially increased by 
tariff taxation, the woolen manufac‘uring 
industry is, to that extent, crippled in its 
competition with foreign manufacturers. 
And if our woolen manufacturing indus- 
tries are not. prosperous, the demand for do 
mestie wool will not e active; and if the 
demand decreases, the price of wool will 
d etine. 

But let me suppose for the moment that 
the tariff on imported wool does increase 
the price of the domestic article, what does 
it amountto? ‘The wool crop of the United 
States does not exceed two per cent. of our 
entire agricultural production. Therefore if 
the wool tariff benefits the farmer, it 
benefits him on two per cent. of his 
crop. But what of the other 98 per 
cent.2 Wool is not the only thing on 
the tariff jist. There is searcely an article 
to-day in the home of the farmer bvt what 
has paid a bonus to the man who made it. 
When one member of the high-tariff party 
Stands in front of the farmer pretending to 
give him two cents on his wool, the farmer 
does not observe that another m-mber of 
that party is standing behind him deftly 
‘going through’ his pockets for 98 cents. 

Wit unparalleled effrontery, the advo- 
cates of the war-tariff-in-time-of-peace pol- 
icy, ask the farmer to walk up and pay $15 
for an $8 suit of clothes: 840 for an $18 
sewing machine; $10 for a $5 shawl; they 
force him to pay inereasei prices for his 
farming implements, to sell his produce in 
a foreign market for a niggardly sum ; they 
tell him to meekly endure all these and a 
thousand other impositions, and that he 
must be cemforted by the thought that there 
is atariffon wool. If the tariff on wool 
ever puts a dollar into the farmer’s pocket, 
then the tariff on other things takes $100 
out. 

Il am in favor of reducing the war tariff 
taxes on everything. I am opposed to fraud, 
deceit and humbug. And when the eastern 
tariff innonopolists seek to use the farmer as 
a cats-paw to aid them to maintain and con- 
tinue the sham of a 47 per cent. ** protec- 
tive’”’ tariff by ‘‘pulling the wool over his 
eyes,”’ the attempt should be denounced as 
a trick, a snare and a false pretense, 

I represent a large and thickly populated 
agricultural district, and for that reason, 
among many others, I shall vote to reduce 
the war tariff taxes all along the line. If 1 
should pursue any other course, I should be 
recreant to my duty, talse to my ewn con- 
victions, and a traitor to the interests of my 
constituents.

Dear Str: You ask me whether by my 
intiuence and vote in Congress, I will try to 
prevent the reduction of the tariff on wool. 
i vanot promise , : 
the country, especially of my censtiinents, 
demands a reduction of the surplus in the 
Treasury and a cure of the cause of it, viz., 
taxation in excess of the needs of the gov- 
ernment. What articles shall be exempt 
from this reduction can only be determined 
by a comparison of the situation in dit- 
ferent parts of the country. Several factors 
must enter into the problem. The nature 
of the article now protected, the manifest 
fairness of apportioning revenue changes 
among the great industries, the time in 
which changes shall be launched as to some, 
and withheld as to other articles, and the 
conflicting claims under the tariff—the in- 
ternal revenue system, must all be con- 
sidered. If every section insists that its 
special staple shall be untouched, there can 
be no correction of the irregularities of the 
tariff, nor relief from the accretion of barren 
money in the Treasury.

Blindness in Sheep. 


Decemer 19th, appears 
| a letter of inquiry with reference to a flock 
of sheep, all of which with the exception of 
itwo were affected partial or total 
blindness, presumably the result of eating 
i smutty barley and musty oats; designated 
| Oedemic Ophthalmia, (disease prevailing 
within a clreumscribed district). We are 
in receipt of other letters upon the same 
subject, but have no possidle clue to ite 
origin. We are disposed to look closely 
into this subject, believing that in the near 
; future we may have increased trouble with 
| this stranger, possibly of a contagious 
| character, as ophthalmia sometimes appears 
| in animal life. As a precautionary measure 
| we would advise separating the diseased 
| from the healthy animals, bathing their 
| eyes occasionally with a little tepid water. 
|Then apply, with a clean pieee of soft 
sponge, the following: Sulphate zinc, 
acetate of lead, alum, of each one drachm, 
pure water, one pint. Dissolve all in the 
water. After bathing the eyes with warm 
water, apply with a soft clean piece of 
sponge a little of the eye wash, 80 it will be 
winked in upon the ball of the sye, once a 
day. Farmers and others interested,

Treatment: When the bewels 
are constipated, give one of the following 
powders night and morning, in the feed, or 
mix with syrup to a paste and smear on thy 
tongue, until the bowels assume a ®*ulthy 
consistence, then discontinae: No. 14, 
night and morning: Socotrine aloes, pulv., 
two 0z.; nitrate potash, pulv.,one oz.; Ja- 
maica ginger root, pulv., half an ounae.

Give at the same time, at noon, and 
the last thing at night, one of the following 
powders: No. 2: salicylic acid, one oz.; bi 
carbonate ammonia, two oz.; mix and di 
vide into eight powders, give noon and last 
thing at night, until No. 1 are discontinued, 
then give No. 2 three times a day.

But unless we investigate, it 
is very difficult to understand what b.- 
comes of the vast number of horses raised 
and shipped from the middle and western 
States. New York city alone can answer 
this question. Tae horses of New Yor 
city represent $12,000,000, of these, a large 
per cent are heavy draft. According to the 
most careful estimates made, there are in 
New York city alone 60,090 work horses; 
these are driven in express wagons, drays, 
trucks, street cars, and all sorts of delivery 
venders and street wagons, to say nothing 
of the fine carriage and coach horses. 

Tze greatest demand is for the draft an- 
mal, the smallest per cent being trotters 
driven for pleasure. The life of a horse in 
New York is about four years, 80 thit the 
city buys 25, 009 horses each year. About 
one-half that number go lame eac' year.

Feeding Sheep and Lambs. 


Prof. E. W. Ssewart, in reply to a cor- 
respondent of the Country Gentleman who 
asks advice about feeding sheep and Jambs, 
and whether it is advisable to feed them 
together or separately; and also wishes a 
remedy for scours, says: 

It would be well to separate the lambs at 
once and feed them upon prairie hay and 
oats. The shock corn is probably what 
caused the scours. Corn is quite improper 
for the principal food of growing lambs. 
They require food to grow the muscles and 
bones. If C. has aa good shed with racks 
and troughs to feed the lambs in, he might 
soon cure them of scouring by getting some 
bushels of flaxseed (which must be easily 
obtained in his locality), boil one peck of 
itin 12 gallons of water till it forms a jelly. 
Mixa little of this jelly with the oats given 
to thelambs. Lat them get the taste of it, 
when they will like it, and it may be mixed 
with the oats in large proportion. One peck 
will give over 60 lambs one gill each of flax- 
seed. Ifthey eat the jelly for a few days, 
it will stop the scours and have a very sooth- 
| ing effect upon the whole digestive system. 
The flaxseed is also worth all it costs as 
food. 
| When the lambs get into a healthy condi- 
| tion, theycan be made to gain rapidly on 
from one to one and a half pints of oats per 
| day, with prairie hay. If they are to be 
| fattened for market, then give them one 
| pint of oats and half a pint of corn. If 

these lambs are not to be fattened, ‘but are 

to ba kept for the production of wool and

Perfect Butter. 

Prof. L. B. Arnold furnished a paper on 
the above subject, for the New York State 
Dairymen’s Coivention. From the report 
of the Orange County Farmer we take the 
following extract : 





Mr. Arnold said that among the many 
samples of butter he had been called to pass 
upon during the past 25 years, not one was 
judged perfect up to the exhibition of the 
Bay State Society last year. At that show 
some graded as high as 98 and 99, and one

The cream was raised by intense refrigera- 
until 
enough had been accumulated for churning, 
and wasthen ripened. The cream was then 
churned; when properly granulated, the 
buttermilk was drawn from the butter, it 
was thensalted, pressed into solid condition 
with the least possible working and made 
ready for market. Simple and plain as the 
method was, it was oftener missed than fol- 
lowed. He went into details more by stat- 
ing that in refrigerating, while the cream 
was rising, air was excluded from it. This 
is necessary, because if the cream is expos- 
ed to air which is warmer, vapor condenses 
from the atmosphere in the form of dew and 
settles on the cream, carrying with it impu. 
The cream must be 
kept in a uniform temperature, and all must 
be allowed to sour and ripen at the same 
time. Ripening is an essential point in 
making perfect butter. Two changes oc- 
cur during the ripening process. The one 
most readily noticed is the development of 
acidity, which converts the sugar of milk 
into lactic acid, which acid coagulates the 
albumen of the milk into curd. The change 
facilitates churning, but has no effect on 
the flavor of the butter, unless the acid 
becomes too strongly developed, when it 
damages the butter. The oxygen of the air 
oxidizes some of the fatty matter of the 
milk, and in some way increases the flavor, 
and this must be recognized in making good 
butter. Perfect butter can only be made 
fcom perfect milk.

Many new varieties of poultry are claim- 
ing attention, particalarly the new white 
varieties, as the White Plymouth Rocks 
and White Wyandottes. Taey are no 
doubt as valuable varieties as the colored, 
but nothingsmore is claimed for them than 
for the colored further than the fact that 
they are more easily bred true to color, This 
is of little consequence to the farmer who 
does not breed for the show pen. ‘There is 
one thing in favor of colored varieties—an 
impurity of the blood or a cross is more 
easily detected. Only their forms, combs 
and legs distinguish the white varieties and 
their progeny when crossed with white 
mongrels, fron each other, and one must 
be quite familiar with the breeis to detect 
the difference, and especially in case of the 
White Plymonth Rocks. When they get the 
least out of sym netry, they need a ticket 
on their tails to tell whic they are: * This 
isa Waite Piymouth Rock, or ‘this is a 
White Wyandotte.’’ 

White Javas and White Minore.s are now 

extensively advertised. I know of no 
special advantages claimed for these white 
breeds over the colored ones of ths same 
name. For my part I would rather have 
the colored one3, especially the Black 
Minorcas; for the brilliant sheen of purple 
and green over the entire plu nizs forms a 
conspicuous feature of thes + beautiful fowls.

Food for Butter Making.

‘Tuere 
is no need to tell the old dairyman this, for 
it was a well established rule with Lim that 
he could give them nothing better fur the 
purpose, fur they fully realiz3 the value of 
it. He does not koow that it is s0 much 
the fault of the farmer that clover hay has 
grown out of fashion as the fault of ouc 
more modern machinery that has sort of 
shaken the clover out of our farm.

Market Gardeners’ Methods with Celery. 


The Boston Market Gardeners’ Associa- 
tion is composed only of practical growers 
of vegetables for the Boston market. At 

st meeting the subject of growing celery 
was discussed, and after a paper by W. W. 
Rawson the garden-rs present joined in dis- 
cussing its points. From the report of the 
American Cultivator we make the follow- 
ing extracts: 
Seed for raising the general crop is sown 
in April under glass, and is a job demand- 
ing a good deal of care to insure success, 
The bed should not be under the south side 
of a fence, like our winter hotbeds, but 
should be where there is free sweep of air, 
and if partly shaded is better. The ground 
must be well manured and worked fine, and 
then beaten down firmly. The seed must 
be sown evenly and not too thick, and cov- 
ered by sifting on one-fourth of an inch of 
loam. The sashes must be well aired as 
s00n as the plants come up, which will usu- 
ally be about four weeks after sowing, and 
they must be watched to keep them cool 
and moist, otherwise the hot sun will burn 
them off. 
It is a mistake tc remove the glass too 
soon. About June 1 the plants will be 
ready for transplanting, either to a plant- 
bed, three inches apart, or to rows in the 
field where they are to grow. The rows in 
the field are set four to five or six feet apart, 
and the plants at ten or twelve inches apart 
in the row, usually among the growing 
crops of early onions, beets angi other crops.

Stirring the soil, and yet both parties were 
stirring for the same end. It is beyond 
doubt an incentive to wood-formation, and 
so long as the tree is young and the roots 
restricted to prescribed limits, the stirring 
is useful. But when the underground feed- 
ers begin to reach out several feet beyond 
the body of the tree.«nd in consequence 
must necessarily become mutilated by the 
plow, it is a grave question whether more 
harm than good is not done by disturbing 
them. Food must be administered in some 
shape, and if those who have tested placing 
manure op the surface of the soil are to be 
believed the result is all that we can desire. 
If farmers during winter when work is 
Slack would only bear this in mind, and ap- 
ply a little barnyard mannre to the orchards 
they would find it profitable. One of the 
mysteries of the usual farm-life is why the 
owner of a productive estate should expect 
fru’t trees to yield bountifully without at- 
tention and yet all other crops receive an 
abundance of fertil zers. 

Trimming orchards is in order during 
winter, although an impression prevails 
that it will injure the trees. But this is 
mere sentiment, as practical pruners know. 
After the foliage drops the operator has the 
advantage of examining every portion of 
the top, and can judiciously thin out the 
surplus branches and useless twigs. This 
appears very easy to the novice. but to per- 
form it properly requiresa knowledge of the 
individual habit of each variety, as well as 
a thorough acquaintance with the principles 
of growthin general. In ordinary cases the 
top should be thinned so as to admit light 
and air freely. All suckers must be re- 
moved from every portion of the tree, as 
they impede growth in the proper direction 
and are evidently an ¢ffort on the part of 
the structure to increase development when 
the bearing branches are unable to perform 
their proper function. The trimmer should 
be-r in mind that pruning really causes 
growth and that‘in an old tree 
ean be forced to exert itself into forming a 
new top by the ordinary course of heading- 
back the old branches. Of course the new 
growth is greatly accel-rated by application 
of fertilizers to the soil at the same time. 
One of the most important agencies for pro- 
moting growth, destroying injurious insects 
and improving the appearance of orchards 
is that of washing tiie trunks and larger 
branches with some diluted alkali. Ordin- 
ary whitewash is frequently used with

chard Practice. 

The peach evidently enj>»ys a light, mel- 
low soil, rich in vegetable matter ; and yet 
we occasionally hear of its giving heavy 
crops on heavy clay. lt is an anomaly 
fruit-growing that pet theories are 
constantly being overturned by some 
unlooked-for outcome that we find 
it impossible to explain. Thus trees on 
poor soil and with littleor no cultivation al- 
most invariably contract the ‘‘ yellows ”’ in 
advance? ef those in rich ground, under the 
sane climatal conditions. It is a favorite 
idea with some growers that strong soil, 
and especially the use of animal manures 
tends to disease. I do not think so. Trees 
of all kinds growing vigorously are ina 
more healthy state than when starved and | 
ill-treated, consequently they escape the 
serious maladies to which their sickly rela- | 
tives are liable. The theory of plethora te- 
ing the opening wedge for all manner of 
disorders is untenable. But all rules have 
exceptions, and often a healthy tree will 
succumb to the insidious germ which finds 
in its organism a suitable spot for growth. 
All the lower order of plant life seem to 
8 lect unhealthy trees for their houses. We 
never see lichens on robust flourishing old 
apple trees, but when growth lessens they 
appear all over the bark. If the tree be 
washed and scraped and stimulants applied 
to the soil the parasitic lichens disappear 
until conditions again change. To the pres- 
ence of fungi, which is still lower in te 
scale of organized matter, may be attribut- 
ed a large portion of the diseases affecting 
trees. tis insidious in its ap;roach, less 
easily discernible, and more difficult to 
eradicate than the larger orders of plant- 
life, but there can be little doubt that it 
selects a famished tree for its opera- 
tion in preference to a healthy one. 
It seems to be the life-work of these 
minute organisms to assist in disso- 
lution, and to act as scavengers in the 
vegetable world. Svlutions containing pot- 
ash in some forin should be employed to de- 
stroy these germs, and as this is one of the 
best fertilizers to stimulate growth we assist

Tue Prairie Farmer says: ‘'There is but 
one thing worse than winter pruning and 
that is winter sun scald, which occurs as fol- 
lows: There are many days in winter when 
the sun has power enough from 12 M. to 3:30 
p. M. to thaw the bas@&en the trunks of large 
trees on the side next to the sun, and then at 
night it freezes to thaw again the next day, 
and thus the process of freezing and thawing 


goes on for perhaps weeks during the winter, 
and the result is the same asif you had made 
a fire against the side of the tree. This can 
all be obviated by nailing two boards together 
like a pig trough and setting them up about 
eight or ten inches from the trunk of the 
tree so as to shelter the south and west sides. 





THERE is great difference in the quality of 
Straw. That from early-cut grain retains 
more freshness, and becomes much less hard 
and woody. Too often straw is considered 
scarcely worth caring for, and cut late and 
poorly stacked it rots down into very poor 
manure. It may be better even thus than to 
be relied on asa staple for winter feeding, u1- 
less there are large supplies of foods rich in 
albuminoids togive with it. 





A CORRESPONDENT of Orehardand Garden 
says that he bought thirty dollars worth of 
standard remedies for grape rot and mildew, 
and prepare® for a vigorous campaign against 
these diseases. Of his further experience he 
Says: ‘I got my spraying apparatus in or- 
der, got about six thousand vines sprayed, 
when we had a decided change in the weather 
and atmosphere; the wind shifted round to 
the north; the sky cleared up, and all my 
grapes that had not been sprayed or dusted 
stopped rotting, and the mildew disappeared 
the same as on those that had been treated 





A KENTUCKY grape-grower speaks strongly 
in favor of clean, shallow and constant eculti. 
vation in the vineyard, saying that for 13 
yearsce never failed of acrop. His method 
is as follows, detailed in the Home Journal: 
‘“*In Marchl pruned clean and short, never 
leaving over two buds, and cut away all dam- 
aged or dead wood, including all old dead 
spurs and stubs, leaving nothing but sound, 
live cane.

Annual Meeting Dec. 15th. 

The annual meeting of the South-Eastern 
Michigan Bee-keepers’ Association was held 
in the Supervisors’ room of the court house 
at Adrian, Dee. 15th, 1887, President 
Howes in the chair. 

The Secretary’s report was read and ac- 
cepted, as also was that of the Treasurer. 
The report of the standing committee to 
confer with the executive committee of the 
county agricultural society, was given by 
Mr. D. G. Edmiston, who reported that the 
apiarian department of the premium list of 
the agricultural society had been placed in 
the control of the association and that a 
fairly liberal amount had been allowed the 
department, which had been arranged ina 
suitable list for this department. Some dis- 
cussions followed the report, which resulted 
in a motion for a committee to be appointed 
to revise the premium = of the depart- 
ment, and to make necess&fry arrangements 
with the State society. 

The committee comprises H. D. Cutting, 
Clinton, Mich.; A. M. Gander, Adrian, Mich.; 
D. G. Edmiston, Adrian, Mich. 

The annual membership fee having been 
raised from 25 cts. to 50 cts. at the last 
meeting, was voted back to the former 
amount. Fifteen new wembers joined the 
association. 

Oaly a partial statistical report was secur- 
ed, showing as follows: 

Number of colonies in spring of ’87, 
307; number in fall of ’87, 377. Num- 
ber of ponnds wax produced in ’87, 174 lbs. 
Number of pounds comb honey produced, 
2,515. Number pounds of extracted pro- 
suced, 5.405. Total honey produced, 7.920. 
Average price obtained per pound, 14 cts, 
Average yield per colony, spring count, 2544 
pounds. Number of queens sold, 91. 

A committee of three on exhibits was ap- 
pointed and the meeting was adjourned to 
1 u’clock p. m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

There was considerable discussion on the 
subject of producing both comb and extract- 
ed honey in the same apiary by Messrs. 
Edmiston, Cutting, Gander, Cleghorn, 
Howes, and Hubbard, it beiug generally 
thought that the extractor could be used to 
good advantage in an eapiary where comb 
honey was produced; but not to obtain both 
extra*ted and comb honey from the same 
colo1y at the, same time. Mr. E imiston 
gave the method practiced by W. Z. Hutch- 
inson, of Flint, Mch., for getting the bees 
to working surplus boxes and storing the 
honey gathered in them. Mr. Cleghorn g+ts 
the bees to enter and work in the surplus 
chamber by raising a frame of brood to the 
surplus chamber for a short time, till the 
bees get well at work, then remove frame 
and extract honey, then return frame to 
brood chamber.

bined poultry with bee-keeping, and found 
it worked very well, and he found it kept 
him busy as there was plenty of work to do, 
but could manage them quite satisfactorily. 
Horticulture was found to work quite well 
in connection with bee-keeping, if straw- 
berries be excluded, as they ripen at the 
busiest time with the bees. Proper protec- 
tion on the summer stand seemed to be the 
preterable way for wintering, but a proper 
cellar was not without its advantages. 
Changeable weather in spring, after bees 
are put out, was the main objection to cel- 
lar wintering; if wintered in cellar 
they should be kept there as late as pos- 
sible without injury to the bees, (or as long 
as they can be kept quiet,) to avoid chilling 
of brood by early spring changes. Al 
agreed that protection was necessary. Mr 
Edmiston and Mr. Deer spoke in favor of 
the chaff hive, and said that bees wintered as 
well or better in them than any other way. 
Pres. Elect Stevenson, gave his mode of 
preparation for winter, which was to thor- 
oughly protect them on all sides and on top 
by an outer box with cover, allowing a space 
for dry packing material, and fix them up 
early or before cold weather sets in. ‘Lhe 
question of marketing honey was discussed 
in a lively manner by several interested 
members. 

Mr. Deer stated that he had bought up 
honey that was in good condition for mar- 
ket and on the market in his place at a 
much less price than honey could be bought 
of posted bee men. He bought of store 
keepers at their price, and shipped 
to other markets, showing that the 
honey was sold by the producer at a far less 
price than it was worth ; thus his local mar- 
ket was rid of the surplus honey that the 
unposted bee-keeper had parted with, an- 
conscious or regardless of its value, and at 
the same time it opened a way for his own 
product at something near its value. Mr. 
Cleghorn favored the appointment of a good 
business man to look the markets over, and 
open up avenues by which the honey in the 
district might be disposed of. Mr. Arm- 
strong also favored Mr. Cleghorn’s idea. 

Ex-Pres. Howes illustrated how certain 
parties not posted, brouzht their honey to 
market, selling it at less than its value, and 
when asked why they sell at less than what 
itis worth, and told what can be obtained 
for such honey, seem surprised and want to 
know where they can get such prices, or its 
value. 

He also stated that said parties will not 
take a bee paper and keep posted, as that 
would cost something, and every penny 
saved is so much clear gain, but they go on 
losing dollars and tens of dollars, all for 
the lack of a little extra energy and to save 
the small sum it would cost to keep posted, 
yet the same thing happens year after year. 
The opinion seemed to prevail that those in- 
terested should use every influence possible 
to inform and induce such parties to keep 
posted.

A Change ia the Panama Canal. 


The proposal made by M. De Lesseps in 
his letter to Premier Rouvier will not fail to 

| interest those whe«nave followed the prog- 
ress of his scheme for an inter-ocean canal 
at Panama. After an expenditure of nearly 

| three times the sum originally estimated by 
him as suflicient to bui'd surface level 
canal, he now asks the French government 


a 


to authorize him to raise $113,000,000 addi 
tional by a public lottery, to enable him to 
construct a lifting lock canal, holding out 
| the hope that eventually the original tide 
level scheme will be realized. ‘It now 
| rests with the goveroment,’’ he savs, ‘‘to 
insure definitely the execution of our pro- 
gramme by authorizing the company to is- 
| gue lottery obligations.”’ 
It would seem from this that unless the 
| French people subscribe asum which, with 
what has been expended, will raise the cost 
| of the canal to the extraordinary total of 
| nearly $500,000,009, the project of a canal at 
| Panama must be abandoned. 
| Up to the present, M. De Lesseps has 
| strongly opposed the use of lifting locks 
along the line of the prop:sed canal and 
stoutly denied that such a plan was afoot, 
| though fully a twelvemonth ago Lieutenant 
Kimball, of our navy, on his return from 
| the Isthmus, declared that it was then under 
| serious consideration by the canal’s engi- 
neers. The present change in plan seems 
| to have been induced by the report of skill- 
ful engineers sent to the Isthmus by the 
| department of Ponts et Chaussees, who, 
| after a careful examination of the formid- 
| able Culetra section, where the iron back- 
| bone of the Cordillera crosses the line 
| with an elevation of nearly three hundred 
| feet, decided as impracticidle tie scheme 
| ofacat oratunnel forships. They found 
| that because of the extraordinary rainfall 
and consequent floods, such a cut, even if 
made, could not be kept free from the turbu- 
lent, devastating waters; in fact, that it 
would but become a hug reservoir, into 
| which the mountainous region in its vicin- 
ty would pour—the starting point whence 
the sections of canal on either side would 
be fiercely beset. They suggested that 
lifting locks be built on either side this ele- 
vation, and shipsin transit be taken over 
instead of through its flinty sides. This 
serves to make the Panama scheme similar 
to that proposed at Nicaragua, but as this 
latter is much farther northeastward, conse- 
quently offers a shorter voyage over the 
great commercial lanes, it is easily seen that 
it could not compete with it, even leaving 
aside the probable difference in cost of con- 
struction, which, doubtless, would be great- 
ly in favor of Nicaragua. But the route of 
the proposed ship railway at Tehuantepec 
is hundreds of miles north and east even of 
Nicaragua, and, aside from other advant- 
ages which it possesses, would be vastly 
more advantageous to commerce, cousidered 
from a geographical standpoint.
